COME AND JOIN 
OUR OWN NICE 
BEAUTY SCHOOL

HEN vou are very young and 

going to schoo! you may feel 
that all the tests and reviews 
and exams that come along ever 
so often are silly, unnecessary 
things and 
awful bores, 
but when 
you grow 
older you 
realize their 
value. They 
keep you in- 
terested and 
alert — on 
your to¢s. 

Sometimes 
I feel that 
older women 
need a kind- 
ly, watchful 
teacher 
to help and 
scold them where beauty is con- 
cerned. If someone doesn’t keep 
reminding you, you may forget 
all the little tricks of beauty. 
You may lose heart and bury 
yourself like an ostrich. 

We are going to play school 
today and I'll be the teacher. I'll 
try to be patient and help you if 
you will let me. Study the fol- 
lowing summary well — clip it 
and paste it beside your mirror, 
where you can glance at it from 
time to time. Let it cheer and 
encourage you. It will tell you 
some of the many ways in which 
it is possible for you to improve 
yourself. I’m giving it to you in 
outline form—just like your his- 
tory lesson used to be. 

Eyes—we'll start with them 
because they are so important. 
They reflect the real you. First, 
of. all, keep them alert and wide- 
open and interested in all that 
goes on around you. Such eyes 
are hard to resist. 

A good riaSsage that will keep 
your eyes full and youthful is 
upward with the palms of the 
hands over your eyes, eyebrows 
and forehead. You know how the 
eyes of the older woman often 
recede and become little and 
dim? Don't let that happen—in 
your eyes should dwell youth. 

And don’t squint. If you need 
glasses, do not put off getting 
them. Tired, sick eyes will cause 
crows’ feet, swollen lids, blood~ 
shot eyes and dark pouches. If 
you do not need glasses, then 
scientific exercises and proper 
care will keep your eyes strong 
and brilliant. 

Try not to expose your eyes to 
bright lights, wind and dust. 
Poor lights and intensive reading 
that causes strain are also to be 
avoided. 

Rest your eyes frequently even 
though they do not feel tired. 
Change their focus by looking 
away at the horizon occasionally 
when you are reading or sewing, 
blink them, or close them fre- 
quently. 

If your eyes become overtired, 
or have been exposed to wind 
and dust, wash them with a good 
eye lotion, or a solution of boric 
acid, and then lie down and use 
cold compresses on the eyes to 
refresh and clear them. 

Dark circles under the eyes, 
which do not yield to medical 
treatment, may be made less no- 
ticeable by. using a powder foun- 
dation, a ‘tinted powder and a 
little rouge. Another trick for 
improving the appearance ~ of 
your eyes is to enlarge them by 
the disereet' use of eye shadow va 
the upper lid. 

The area around the eyes and 
eyelids requires special care. 
Cleanse this region seat 
with an oily cream, wash an 
then apply a bit more and leave 
it on. Use a penetrating tissue 
cream or muscle oil occasionally, 
And never rub or stretch the 
delicate skin in. this region. 
Smoothe the preparations on 
gently or tap them on with the 
lightest touch with your finger- 
tips. 

Never use powder on the eye- 
lids or too near the eyes. 

Care for your lashes by brush- 
ing them every night and after 
you apply your make-up for the 
day. Do the same for your brows 
and oil them to keep them shiny, 
silky and healthy. Pull out all 
the shaggy hairs in your brows 
with the tweezers and train 
them to lay flat and in line with 
your little brush. If your eye- 
brows are pale, use a pencil deli- 
cately to give them a more defi- 
nite line and use mascara on 
thin, pale eyelashes to give your 
eyes depth and brilliance.

T A recent exhibition of

The 
gyrating, bucking broncos tried 
their best to throw the slim girls 
from the Far West, but they 
stuck to each other like tar to a 
roof. Such riding could not but 
arouse enthusiasm and admira- 
tion. 

Well, in .nd about New York 
City, the great open spaces are 
soon turned into suburban com- 
munities by enterprising real es- 
tate men. However, easterners 
like horses too and so they have 
provided themselves with race- 
tracks and bridle paths. 

Horses and horse racing have 
always been the sport of kings, 
but the “queens” staged a show 
of their own a short time ago 
out on a large Long Island estate.

So, intimations that Germany 
at some time or other plans to 
invade and absorb the tiny Re- 
public ef Switzerland were re- 
vealed recently, Rudolph Minger, 
Swiss War Minister, declared: 
“It is high time for Switzerland 
to act.” Minger h:s been forced 
to support his army on only $26,- 
000,000. He asked for an in- 
crease of $30,000,000. The Swiss 
House of Representatives imme- 
diately voted him one-sixth of 
this amount with a promise that 
the balance would be given if. it 
is actually needed. 

AS everyone knows it isn’t 
Germany’s prescnt, limited army 
that Switzerland or any other of 
Germany's neighbors fear. It is 
the brown-shirted hordes of Nazi 
followers which wiil be the Ger- 
man army of the future that is 
the real menace. And thus, Ger- 
many’s little neighbors are pre- 
paring for the future. and their 
own protection, |
